From this general Meaning, the Word 
Forgery becomes applicable to any Sort of 
Contrivance, which is attended with ſome 
cunning Device, Invention, or Deceit. 
Hence it may fignify a falſe Copy of a true 
ORIGINAL. Or an original Writing is a 
Forgery, where there is contained any Mat- 
ter or Subject tending to [mpoJition or De-

The Cnvrcn muſt certainly from its ori- 


ginal Conſtitution have been inveſted with 


Powers to defend itſelf againſt any Aduer- 


ſary; at leaft againſt thoſe pretending to be 


of its own Communion :. becaule, if it have 
nat AUTHORITY ſufficient, to keep its Doc- 
TRINES- uniform, and preſerve its internal 


Peace; the e/abliſhed Religion would be left 


more defenceleſs than any of our folerated 
Societies, who have all of them a Power to 
reſtrain,. or ſeparate, from them rebellious 
Members: For otherwiſe their Society could 
not ſubſiſt. Therefore, I ſay, as the efabliſ'4 
Church requires in this Particular, as hig 
4 Degree of the Protection of the Srarꝝ 
as is enjoyed by Drſſenters: an Authority 
of this Sort muſt be ſomewhere lodged in 
our Ecclefiaſtical SysTEM. And fince the 

People, to whom it moſt properly belongs 
to make this Enquiry, are many of them ſo

54 TRovBLEs in Germany, 
baſhful and unwilling to exert themſelves 
upon this Occaſion : I could wiſh that ſome 
Gentleman of the Law, well affected to the 
CnuRcn, or ſome Prieſt of Eminence, who 
has Leiſure and Fortune would be pleaſed 
to take into Conſideration, and commuicate 
what he thinks the proper Conſtitutional 
Means for ſupprefling this Diſorder in the 
Church, which otherwiſe may ſoon effect 
its Downfall. 3 
For that the SPIRIT of Enthuſiaſm will 
not reſt, but puſh on either to 27's own or to 
our Deftruftion ; I ſhall give the Reader con- 
vincing Proofs, from the following Extracts 
both of GERMAN and Encitisn Hiſtory, 


Troubles in Germany. 


T H E Boors in the Abby of Kempten in 
2 - SwABIAroſe in a Body, Anno 1524, 
againſt their Superiors, upon whom they 
exerciſed babarous Cruelties; they maſſacred 
many Perſons of Diſtinction, without Re- 
gard to Sex or Age, roaſted the Nobility and 


Gentry on Spits, and forced their Ladias to 


turn them at the Fire, raviſhing all the 
Nuns, and other Virgins. Nor was this un- 
paralell'd Rebellion only in Swabia, but, 
like a Plague, in a ſhort Time it infected the 

reateſt Part of Germany; for in TnuRIN- 
61A flouriſh'd their Chief and Ringleader, 
| | an 
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an impudent Prieſt, call'd Thomas Munzer, 
vbho perſwaded the poor and filly People, 
that They were God's redeemed ones, and 
ſhould not thous abide Slaves to Men, but 
aſſert their glorious Liberty; nay, he even 
boaſted he would catch the Cannon- Balls in 
his Gown-Sleeve, and aſſured them, that in 
Battle none of the Ele& ſhould be hurt, with a 
vaſt deal more of fuch whimſical Stuff. 
But at length the neighbouring Princes ut- 
terly routed and deftroy'd this diſorderly 


— 


Mob, when Munzer and his Companion 


Pfeiffer were catch'd and beheaded: for a 
couple of audacious Knaves, and after above 
100000 of the unhappy Boors were lain, 
the Uproar was quell'd, and the rebellious 
Diſeaſe by much Bloodſbed cured. 

Anno 1522 began the new Se# of the 
Ax NARBAPTISTSs in Switzerland, under Gre- 
bel and Mans which was much oppoſed by 


ZWINGLIUs the Reformer, and alſo in Saxony 


by Nicholas Stork ; and Anno 1524, they 
were pretty numerous in Germany and the 
Netherlands; but as ſrom Time to Time they 
increaſed in Numbers, they fell into a vaſt 
Variety of Enthuſiaſtical and riciculous O- 
pinions, which very often proved dangerous 
to the State, as well as pernicious to them- 
ſelves: For, Anno 1533, ſome of the Diſ- 
ciples of the ſaid Munzer, and of Melchior 


Hoffman, 
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| Hoffmah, and John Matthiſon the Baker of 
Harlem, made themſelves Maſters of the 
City of MunsTxR, in efpbalia, which ha- 
ving early ſhook of the Pope's Yoke, they 
pirch'd upon it as their Place of Refuge, 
and Capital; and having aſſembled vaſt 
Numbers of their Sect Ack all Parts, they 
ſoon became too ſtrong for the Magi/trates, 
whom they baniſh'd with thc Clergy and 
Burghers that would not. ſubmit to their 
Madneſs. The Principa/s of this Rebellion, 
beſides the ſaid Matthi/on, (who. called him- 
ſelf Enocn,) were Joun of Leyden, Knp- 
perdoling, Rotman, van Kampen, and van. 
Geelen, who plunder' d the Churches, and 
the Goods of all that fled or were driven, 
out of Munſter, burnt all Sorts of Books, ex- 
cept the Bible, violated all the Hargins above 
fourteen Years old, and openly e 
Polygamy, and ho: every T bing ſhould - 
common amongſt them. 
 Sqon after the Biſhop of Munſ er „ Jaid 
Siege to the City, Marthiſan was killed in a, 
Sally: And the {aid Jonx of Leyden a Tay- 
lor, and afterwards a Comedian, having run 
about ſtark naked by the Influence - the 
Spirir, (as be ſaid) took upon him firſt to. 
appoint twelve Judges to govern this new 
Republick of 1/rae/; and having maſſacred 
my one Perſons that conſpired againſt him, 
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by Knipperdoling his Executioner, he pro- 


claimed himſelf John, King of Sion, and 
during the Siege was obey'd as a King, and 
ſerved in Royal State ; took to himſelf fif- 
teen Wives, but made Matthiſon s Widow his 
Queen, and had a Crown of Gold ſet upon 


her Head; told the deluded People that 


God had preſented him with the three 
Cities of Amſterdam, Deventer, and Weſel ; 
ſent forth privately about twenty-eight 
Apoſtles, who were moſtly ſeized and put 
to death, conſtituted his Accomplice var 
Kempen the Biſhop of Amſterdam, and van 
Seelen the General of the Anabaptiſts, whom 
he ſent to Holland and Friezeland with a 
great Sum of Money, (tho' both of them 
fail'd of their Plots, and were executed with 
their Accomplices;) publiſh'd his Book 
call'd, The Work 0 eme in which 
he aſſur d his Subjects, that the Kingdom 
of Chriſt was ſoon to be eſtabliſh'd, in 
which the Godly or Ele# ſhould reign, and 


all the Wicked be rooted out ; and that he 


was to prepare the World for that King- 
dom, by ſubduing it to himſelf, and di- 
vided . amongſt his Followers the ſeveral 
Parts of the Empire, which they were, like 
Princes, to take Poſſeſſion of, as ſoon as 
the Siege was raiſed, and he could march 
abroad for that Purpoſe with them.

But this King John of Munſter, having 
heard of the ill Succeſs of his Plot upon 
Amſterdam, with the Death of his ſaid 
Biſhop and General, he was much per- 
plexed in his Mind, and his Matters run 
into the utmoſt Confuſion; yet kept the 
City as long as poſſible; for the Siege laſted 
eighteen Months, King John having not 
only fortify'd it much, but furniſh'd it alſo 
with an incredible Quantity of Proviſions. 
At laſt the Famine began, and increas'd 
apace, and when People ſaw that thoſe 
Succours, which King John had fo often 

ropheſied and aſſured them of, were not 

ke to arrive, one of his Officers offered to 
go out for Proviſions, and took the Oppor- 
tunity of betraying the City to the Com- 
mander of the Biſhop's Army, who, by his 
Guidance, ſurpriz d it, and took the Mock 
King Prifoner alive on the 28th of May; 
and when brought before the Biſhop of 
+ i Jobn propofed that the Biſhop 
might well reimburſe himſelf the Charges 
of the Siege, by ſending him about in a Cage 
for a Show, and by receiving a Penny from 
every one for the Sight of him: But the Bi- 
ſhep was above any Advice from him; and 
therefore on the 23d of January, 1535, or- 
dered his Body to be pinched with red-hot 
Pincers for the Space of an Hour, and then 
being ſtabb'd to the. Heart with a Dagger,

From this View of their own Alena 
if they ever read it, one would think, that 
all German Princes, and their Deſcendants 
ſhould; be particularly id of giving En- 
couragement to ENTHUSIASM ; Which made 
ſuch dreadful Heveck in theic own: CouNn- 
TRV; it would have done the ſame in ExG- 
LAND, in that very Century, had: not the 
wiſe PRINCEss Elizabeth been upon the 
Throne, who conſidering the Meaning of 
3 Praucipiis obſta applied the Remedy in due 
Time, ſecuring the Ningleaders, as you ſee 
in the following Hiſtory of William Hacket, 
related by the great Mr. Camden, in the An- 
nals of her REe16N. 

This Hacket was a Man of th vulgar 
Sort, born at Oundle, in the County of 
Northampton, unlearned, inſolent, cruel, and 
ſo eager upon Revenge, that he bit off his 
honeſt Schoolmaſter's Noſe as he embraced 
him 1 in token of renewing their Love, and 
like a Dog (as they report) eat it down be- 
fore the poor deformed Man's Face, while 
he intreated him to reſtore it to him, that it 
might be ſowed on again whilſt the Hurt 
was 1 freſh and green. So averſe was he 
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from all Piety, that the heavenly Doctrine 
which he had heard in Sermons he repeated 
amongſt his drunken Companions at their. 
Cups, to be derided and abuſed. After- 
wards, when he had riotouſly waſted his 
Eſtate which he had with his Wife, a Wi- 
dow, he ſuddenly took upon him the pre- 
tended Diſguiſe of one of admirable Sanc- 
tity, ſpent all his Time in hearing of Ser- 
mons, and being acquainted with the Scrip- 
tures; and by pretending I know not what 
Revelations to be made him from Heaven, 
and an extraordinary Call, he inſinuated 
' himſelf into certain Divines which with a 
burning Zeal laboured to bring the Preſpy- 
terian Diſcipline of the Church of Geneva 1 
into England : amongſt whom was one 
Miggington, a filly brain-fick Miniſter, and 
a Deſpiſer and Enemy of Magiſtrates. By 
this Viggington's Means he became fami- 
liarly acquainted with Edmund Coppinger, a 
Gentleman of a good Family, who had per- 
{ ſwaded firſt: himſelf, and then Aribington, 
„ a great Admirer of that Diſcipline, that he 
1 alſo was extraordinarily called by God for 
the Good of the Church, and that a Way 
was revealed to him from Heaven to draw 
BY the Queen and Council to a better Mind, 
| meaning, to admit of the Diſcipline of Ge- 
neva, he himſelf having been taught by 
ſome Miniſters, that God daily raiſeth -up 
extraordinary 
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extraordinary Labourers in his Church. 
And this (triumphing as it were in Spirit) 
he joyfully imparted to Hacket ; who, by 
his counterfeit Holineſs, his unceſſant and 
fervent Praying ex tempore, his Faſting upon 
the Lord's Day, his frequent Boaſting that 
he had been buffeted by Satan, and by pre- 
tending Revelations and often Conferences 
with God, which with moſt vehement and 
direful Imprecations, by the Salvation and 
Damnation of his Soul he ſware to be true 
and real, found ſuch Credit with theſe two, 
that they believed and affirmed him to be 
the beſt beloved of God, and greater than 
Moſes and Saint John. And he himſelf 
openly avowed that he was the Prophet of 
God's Vengeance whereſoever Mercy is re- 
jected ; propheſying that from thenceforth 
there ſhould be no more Popes, and that 
England ſhould this Year be moſt lament- 
ably afflicted with Famine, Peſtilence and 
War, except the Diſcipline of the Lord (for 
ſo he called it) and Reformation were ad- 
mitted in the Realm. To bring in this 
therefore, they conſpired (as was proved by 
their own Letters) to accuſe the Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury and the Lord Chancellor of 
Treaſon, who were Men that oppeſed In- 
novations; to kill them and ſome others, if 
they ſhould give Sentence in the Star- 
Cbanibr againſt thoſe Miniſters who were

Innovators; / to tic up the Multitude to 
Rebellion by . printed. ythms, wherein a- 
mongſt other Things they maintained. that 
it was lawful for a true Chriſtian, though a 
Country Peaſant, to inform Kings how to 
ſway the Sceptre, and to depoſe the Queen 
herſelf, unleſs ſhe would advance the Re- 
formatian. That Hacket, bare an impla- 
cable Hatred againſt, the Queen appeareth, 
by this, that he had often given out that ſhe 


bad forfeited her Right to the Crown, — 
had in a Rage defaced her Arms and Picture 


drawn upon a Board, ſtriking his Dagger 

through the Breaſt of it. And no Marvel: 

for he had perſuaded himſelf that he was 
ordained. by God to be King of all Exrope, 
and could not brook a Conſort ; and he 
made Coppinger and Aribington believe that 
they were inſpired not only with a Prophe- 


tical, but even with an Angelical Spirit. 


Who now being full of the Spirit, as they 


thought, performed all Obedience to him 
as their King ordained by God, and en- 


deavoured to raiſe Sedition. To which 


pg in the Month of July they came 


o 4 Nobleman, offered him the higheſt 
. under the Queen, and preſented 


him with a Deſcription of Hacket's Life, 


together with Arthington's Prophecy: But 
he being buſy about ſomething elle rejected 


the Men. Not long after they told Wig- 


gintou,

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ginton, That Chriſt had appeared to them 
the Night before, not in that body 
* Wherewith he dwelleth in the Heavens, 


but with that principal Spirit wherewith 


* he inhabiteth in Hacket more fully than 
„in any other: and that Hacket? was

*© before the laſt Day with his Fan and 
* Sheep-hook, to ſeparate the Goats 


* from the Sheep ; and that he ſhould 


tread down Satan under his Feet, and 


* totally ſubvert the Kingdom of Anti- 
* chriſt” From Wigginton they betook 


themſelves to Hacket, near to whom, as 


he lay in his Bed, they caſt themſelves 
proſtrate on the Ground, and poured forth 
moſt fervent Prayers. Hacket ariſing joined 
with them, praying earneſtly with many 


Words, that the Spirit would direct them 


to God's Glory, and then went to Bed 
again.
